The county school trustees, or the 
county bourd of education recently 
appointed 
by the 
commissioners’ 
court met ia*t week with the county 
superintendent and went into perma­ 
nent organization. 
Following are 
members of the boardly* D, B, Gil­ 
liland of Decatur, J. p f Ned of Boyd, 
S. M. Covington of Alvord, H L. 
Ward of Decatur, and II F. Haw­ 
kins of Chico. 
I). B. Gilliland was elected presi­ 
dent and Supt. Simpson wan desig­ 
nated as secretary aud executive offi­ 
cer, 
There was very little other bti*i- 
tr an sa cled, but much time wa* taken 
tip in discussing the new law. 
It is believed that under the advise­ 
ment of the county school board much 
good will lie done along th** line 
of advancement in the rural schools. 
The hi git school law is a long step 
in the progress of our educational 
system and the board seems much en* 
to used over the prospects for good. 
It is hoped that the patrons will 
take advantage of the new law and 
help to place Wise county in the fore­ 
most ranks. 
Trustees and school 
districts are advised to organize for 
high school purposes as possible. 
The s ta te now offers an appropria­ 
tion of from $500 to $3000 to wHl-or* 
{ gaol zed high schools, and now i« the 
time for the people to take hold of the 
matter and seek to obtain this appro 
priation. 
Wise county should have 
at least six rural high school^, estab­ 
lished by September 1st. 


New Rural High School Law 
“ Tile act provides for the establish­ 
ment of rural high schools wherever 
practicable sod authorizes the State 
Board of Education to grant, 'unde* 
certain conditions, State aid to the 
high schools of both common school 
districts and independent school dis­ 
trict* in establishing, equiping and 
maintaining departments of agricul­ 
ture, manual * mining and domestic 
economy. A form to bi* used in mak­ 
ing application for the State aid au­ 
thorized will be prescribed and furn­ 
ished by the State Department 
cif 
Education. 
“ The Stab* Department of Educa­ 
tion, under this law, will classify the 
high schools of the State into high 
schools of Urn first, second and third 
class, and in this work will prescribe 
an outline course of study as well as 
for the primary 
and 
intermediate

years or grades of high school work, 
preferably to be done in the eighth,
